GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  OF  THE  AREA, 


(a)  Laboratory  facilities. 

These  are  available  for  the  examination  of  throat  and  nose 
swabs,  sputum,  etc.,  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Council 
Offices,  Cleethorpes,  to  which  address  all  specimens  should  be 
sent. 

(b)  Ambulance  facilities. 

Removal  by  ambulance  is  an  inclusive  charge  of  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  receiving  the  case.  Non-inf ectious  and  accident 
cases  may  be  removed,  by  the  Borough  Council’s  Ambulance,  when  a 
change  is  made  according  to  milage.  Ambulance  facilities  are 
adequate. 

(c)  Nursing  at  Home. 

The  Borough  provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for  selected 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  Pneumonia)  which  for 
special  reasons  may  be  required  to  be  nursed  at  home. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  provide  the  services  of  a nurse 
for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  to  be  nursed  at  home,  when 
requested  by  General  Practitioners. 

(d)  Clinics. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  from  the  Clinic,  St.  Hugh’s

Department  relate  to  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1941. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  was  collected  weekly  from  dwelling-house,  "business 
premises,  public  and  other  buildings  in  the  Borough.  Twice-w-:  ikly 
collections  were  made  from  business  premises  as  required. 

Cleansing  of  pail  closets  at  19  houses  in  the  Humberston  area 
was  carried  out  weekly. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets 
at  the  North  Sea  Lane  camping  ground. 

Rive  petrol  driven  vehicles  owned  by  the  Corporation  were 
mainly  employed  on  refuse  collection  and  17  men  employed  as  collectors 
Additional  labour  and  horse  transport  were  engaged  as  required.

Repairs  and  various  works  were 
carried  out  during  the  year  to  maintain  the  plant  in  satisfactory 
condition. 

Land  Reclamation. 

Refuse  was  taken  to  Humberston  Land  and  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  between  the  periods  1st  April  to  9th  May,  and 
the  14th  October  to  31st  March.  Since  1936  a bank  has  been  formed 
with  the  refuse  alongside  the  Marine  Wall,  approximately  726  yards 
in  length,  15  yards  in  width  and  2 yards  in  depth.

OLDETHORPES  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

This  Dispensary  Is  conducted  by  your  Medical  Officer  in  his 
capacity  of  Assis'Co  m County  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  serves  an  area 
comprising  the  Borough  of  Cleethoroas,  the  Rural  District  of  Grimsby 
and  part  of  the  Rural  District  of  Lou’chc 

During  the  year  1940,  93  new  cases  including  9 transfers  from 
other  areas  attended  the  Dispensary  of  which  35  were  definitely 
tuberculous,  26  not  tuberculous  and  in  32  the  diagnosis  was  not 
completed.  No  cases  were  written  off  as  “recovered” , 25  cases  were 
removed  as  having  transferred  to  other  areas  or  having  boon  lost 
sight  of,  or  died,  leaving  176  cases  remaining  on  the  Dispensary 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  individual  attendances  numbered  418. 
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Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

An  occupational  centre  with  a workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue 
is  maintained  by  this  voluntary  Committee;  in  addition  this 
Committee  makes  grants  toward  the  supply  of  extra  nourishment  in 
necessitous  cases. 

An  annual  grant  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to 
augment  the  funds  available  for  these  purposes. 

The  work  done  by  the  association  is  of  an  invaluable  nature, 
the  workshop  providing  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened  working 
capabilities  of  selected  cases.
